Weights for the Experimental 
A Fair Job of Handicapping 


New 
The spring season on Long Island, until 
now on a par with the match game for 
excitement, has suddenly burst forth into 
something distinctly resembling splendor. 
or as nearly as one can remember splendor 
at Jamaica. It all may be due to seeing 
more of the better under colors 
again, and | have a notion that things are 
going to be all right from now on. At any 
rate, things are going to seem better. 


horses 


Of course. the chief reason for all this 
enthusiasm comes from watching the run- 
ning of the Experimental Free Handicap 
last week. That was a performance! I 
wont venture to say how accurate this 
Experimental is as an estimate of all the 
3-year-olds of 1953. for the returns on 
that won't be in till December, but I will 
say that Jack Campbell deserves full 
marks for a good, working handicap. 


It is generally agreed. even by the 
curmudgeons round the racing secretary's 
office who object to everything on prin- 
ciple. that when one of the high weights. 
a middle weight, and a light weight finish 
in the first three, or four, the handicapper 
has done a fair-to-middlin’ job. Well, in 
the race the other afternoon. Laffango, 
123 pounds; Slim. 108 pounds (and that 
included two pounds overweight); In- 
vigorator, 121 pounds: Doe Walker, 115 
pounds; and Belfaster, 107 pounds, fin- 
ished in the order named. and the dist- 
ances between them were a neck, a length. 
a neck, and a head. Nice going. 

Almost everybody thought Invigorator 
should have won. It seemed too bad he 
didn’t, after he’d made such a good try. 
I cannot be so cocksure about his ability 
over a distance of ground. however. He’s 
a washy sort of individual. And if I hadn't 
seen it, | wouldn’t have believed it possible 
so much could have happened to Tahitian 
King. Besides, he lacked that look of well- 
being which impressed me so before the 
season opened. And as one who admired 
Laflango only temperately last autumn, I 
can't say I was really enchanted with him 
this spring. Though he’s fast, he’s too

leggy and light-bodied. Maybe I’m hard 
to please. 


NO WARM-UP. To the surprise of no- 
body. the overnight race of April 13. in 
which Native Dancer was to make his first 
appearance of the season failed to fill last 
Saturday. and was declared off. Alfred 
Vanderbilt and Bill Winfrey had picked 
it out weeks ago: a $7.500 penalties-and- 
allowances event for 3-year-olds. at six 
furlongs and at the usual time of closing 
there were only three  entries—Native 
Dancer. the Brandywine Stable’s Hellcat. 
and G. G. Ganter’s Virtuous. 

Curiously enough. though the New York 
State Racing Commission has hundreds of 
rules and regulations for almost every- 
thing else, there is none in its interesting 
little blue book that fixes the minimum 
number of starters in an overnight. That’s 
still within the province of the racing sec-

retary. I believe, though, there is some 
sort of understanding that there must be 
six entries in different interests or the race 
is called off. 


Maybe it’s just as well jor the Metro- 
politan Jockey Club that there were only 
three entries. for if there’d been six the 
race would have gone on as scheduled, the 
minus pool in the mutuels would have 
staggered the imagination, and the day 
would have been ruined for Jamaica’s 
treasurer. (Remember how Citation used 
to run up those minus pools?) Besides, I 
fancy there will be a larger field for the 
Gotham Stakes than there would have 
been if Native Dancer had had an easy 
race to wind him up to concert pitch.

Perhaps, how- 
ever, you'd care to heary the story of one 
on the program at Jamaica the other day? 
It seems that a trainer, who shall be 
nameless. had been pestering Jack Camp- 
bell for days to put a race (for him, of 
course) in his next book; it would be for 
2-year-old fillies, non-winners of $3,500. 
etc. Campbell finally agreed. “All right, 
all right.” he said. “I'll put one on for 
you. It’s going to be a lot of trouble to 
rearrange my book, but Ill put it on. I'll 
name it after you, too.” The name is the 
Fretwork. 


COINCIDENCE. Speaking of 2-year- 
olds, the only one that has caught my eye 
at Jamaica, to date, is a dainty, little 
filly from Maine Chance Farm, named In- 
cidentally. She’s by Mr. Busher—Danise 
M.. by *Epinard. and is the first of the 
Mr. Bushers to come to the races. Not a 
bad beginning, if I may say so, for al- 
though she broke greenly, quick as a mink 
she went from last to first, and won com- 
fortably, doing the five furlongs in a min- 
ute flat. Horseplayers looking for signs 
and omens. as they constantly do, are 
making what they can of the fact that 
Incidentally is more gray than roan, that 
she comes from the same family as Native 
Dancer, and that he also made his first 
start at Jamaica, just about a year ago.

Charging up from last in a field of 15 3-year-olds, 
Royal Bay Gem scored a two-length victory in the 
1;4-mile Chesapeake Stakes and earned himself a 
trip to Kentucky. After the race it was announced 
that the son of *Royal Gem II would be shipped 
almost immediately to Churchill Downs, where he 
probably would make his next start in the Derby 
Trial. 


Royal Bay Gem got off slowly and remained near 
the rear of the field until reaching the final turn. 
Picking up the tiring horses with dramatic pre- 
cision from there to the wire, he got to the front 
near the eighth-pole and drew away. A photograph 
showed that Hueso, which had been with the lead- 
ers from the start and had held the lead momen- 
tarily at the head of the stretch, was second by a 
head over Isasmoothie. The favored Social Outcast 
finished a neck further back for fourth. 

Since winning the Everglades Handicap earlier 
this year, Royal Bay Gem has been second to 
Straight Face in the Flamingo Stakes and third in 
the second division of the Fountain of Youth 
Handicap. He came out of the latter race with a

Trusting, assigned the top impost of 126 pounds 
in Tanforan’s California Handicap, carried it to an 
easy two-length victory and a new track record 
of 1:41 for the mile and 70 yards. The brother to 
On Trust kept well off the pace until reaching 
the stretch turn, where he moved to the outside 
and overtook the leaders. Pulling away in the 
stretch, he won easily. The second-place Readpark 
was near the front all the way, and he finished 
four lengths in front of Boomerang Boy, which came 
from a distant last for third. 

Before winning the San Antonio Handicap earlier 
this year, Trusting had run second in the San 
Pasquel and the San Marcos Handicaps, and third 
in the Santa Catalina Handicap. Since that time, 
he has been second in the Santa Anita Handicap 
and third in the San Juan Capistrano Handicap. 
These placings, in addition to $9,800 from the Cali- 
fornia Handicap, have put him over the $100,000 
mark.

The only Experimental Free Handicap to be run 
this year (the 1;4-mile Experimental of former 
years has been changed to the Gotham Stakes at 
fixed weights) attracted both Laffango and Tahitian 
King, which shared the top impost of 123 pounds 
since Native Dancer, with 130 pounds, declined the 
race. Laffango made up for his poor showings this 
winter by annexing first money in the six-furlong 
event. The favored Tahitian King had a rough 
trip and finished sixth. 

Laffango broke alertly and ran just behind the 
leaders until turning for the wire. He had some 
trouble finding a hole through which to make his 
move, but he got through about a sixteenth from 
the finish to win by a neck over Slim. Invigorator, 
coming from far back in the field, was a_fast- 
closing third, a neck in front of the pace-setting 
Doc Walker. The winner was giving 15 pounds to 
Slim and two pounds to Invigorator. 

Foaled April 15, 1950, Laffango was sold in the 
1951 Keeneland Fall Sales by his breeder, C. J. 
Wade. Jack Lieberman, a partner in the Trio 
Stable, bought the son of Errard for $4,600. Under 
Trio Stable colors as a 2-year-old Laffango won 
the Champagne, Garden State, second division of 
the Tyro, and second division of the Sapling 
Stakes. He placed second to Native Dancer in the 
Grand Union Hotel and the East View Stakes, and 
was third in the World’s Playground Stakes. Un- 
placed in only one of 11 starts as a 2-year-old of 
1952, Laffango won $100,400. 

After three starts in Florida this year, in which 
he got a second, a third. and a fourth (in the first 
division of the Fountain of Youth Handicap) it 
was discovered that Laffango was suffering from a 
calcium deposit on one of his pasterns. The Ex- 
perimental was his first start after undergoing 
treatment.

Keeneland’s Phoenix Handicap, Hill Gail’s first 
race since he won the 1952 Kentucky Derby, 
held a surprise for most of the bettors who 
established the Calumet colt as an odds-on favor- 
ite. A gift of ten pounds (12 by the scale) to the 
second-weighted horse. Pet Bully, proved a little too 
much. Pet Bully and Hill Gail broke side by side 
and went to the front immediately. They ran to- 
gether along the backstretech and around the turn 
with Pet Bully holding a slight advantage. except 
for a brief moment when they ran wide into the 
stretch. Pet Bully came on again in the stretch to 
win by a nose. Five lengths separa‘ed the first two 
and the third place Seaward. The time of 1:1045 for 
the six furlongs was only two-fifths of a second 
slower than the track record set by Allegro in 1938 
and equalled by Hill Gail in winning the 1952 run- 
ning of the Phoenix Handicap. 

Mr. and Mrs. Dan Rice bought the mare 
Camelina from Henry H. Knight while she was 
carrying Pet Bully. Camelina foaled the bay son 
of Petrose on May 2. 1948, at Dan W. Scott’s 
farm, Lexington. where the Rices were keeping 
their breeding stock at that time. Later that year 
they bought a portion of the old Idle Hour Farm, 
and it became the nucleus of their Danada Farm. 
Camelina now has a yearling filly by Eight Thirty, 
and she is due to foal this spring to Requested.

Pet Bully showed promise as a 2-year-old of 
1950, but broke a bone in a foot during a race. 
He didn’t get back to the races until 1952 when 
he won his first three starts. including the Wash- 
ington’s Birthday Handicap at Santa Anita Park. 
Later that year he was third in the Paumonok, 
Myrtlewood (by disqualification of Recover), and 
Princeton Handicaps.

Perlman Would 
Limit Juveniles 


The Thoroughbred Club of America, at 
its meeting at the Lafayette Hotel. Lex- 
ington, the evening of April 8. greeted a 
large number of visiting horsemen, in- 
stalled new officers and directors (see 
cut), and heard J. Samuel Perlman. of 
Triangle Publications. Inc.. discuss rac- 
ing’s current problems. 


The incoming president, George Swine- 
broad, announcing, “We may do a lot of 
things wrong, but we're going to do some- 
thing,” appointed several committees and 
told them to “get going.” The committees:

Mr. Perlman, introduced by Charles 
Kenney, discussed racing’s problems 
under four headings—taxation. owners 
and purses, public relations, and dissemin- 
ation of racing news. 


He cited the huge taxes being levied 


upon the pari-mutuel bettor, and argued 
that the bettor himself is the most neglect- 
ed figure in racing. “I don’t know just how 
the public is to be represented, but .. . 
it's up to the people in racing to make 
sure that it is... . The public is entitled 
to all the comforts racing can afford.” 


Owners’ problems, the speaker said, are 
not to be solved simply by purse increases. 
In Florida last winter there were about 
3.000 horses, of which about 2.200 failed 
to win one of about 1.080 races. “There 
are too many horses in winter racing... . 
I doubt whether there should be any 
juvenile racing in the winter. It takes op- 
portunity away from older horses, and I 
don’t think 2-year-olds should be raced 
during the first three months of the year,” 
he said. 


Too much money goes for the top 
horses, Perlman said. Santa Anita Park’s 
larger allotments for second, third, and 
fourth money was “a move in the right 
direction,” and consideration might be 
given to fifth-place money. 


Another problem of ownership was the 
licensing of “too many incompetent 
trainers.” 


Only way to improve public relations, 
Mr. Perlman said. is “to improve facilities 
at the race tracks and to run the sport 
cleanly and honestly. . .. The TRA’s great- 
est accomplishment has been in that direc- 
tion.” 


The speaker reported a big improvement 
in the general attitude toward dissemin- 
ation of racing news, citing the numerous 
radio and television programs scheduled 
for 1953. He said the “30-minute rule” in 
Florida had failed to serve its purpose, 
and that he hoped it would be repealed. 


Nearly 200 members and guests attended.

chased by Mr. and Mrs. Frank C. Bishop, of Reno, 
Nevada, and is now standing at their Laguna Seca 
Ranch near Monterey, Calif. 

Tuscany, the favorite, and Squared Away, a close 
second choice, led the field almost as a team to 
midstretch. Sagittarius followed closely, and got 
up in the final strides to win by a head over 
Tuscany. The 9-year-old Delegate came from last 
at the stretch turn to finish a very fast third, a 
half-length ahead of Squared Away. Under the 130- 
pound top impost, Squared Away was giving 17 
pounds to the winner, six pounds to Tuscany, and 
15 pounds to Delegate. 

When Sagittarius won the New Year’s Handicap 
at Tropical Park and ran second in the Hialeah 
Inaugural Handicap at the first of this year, he 
was owned by Philip Weinsier and Trainer William 
G. Williams. He did not race in February and 
March, and when he returned to the track Mr. 
Williams had dropped out of the partnership and 
he was owned only by Mr. Weinsier. He still is 
trained by Mr. Williams. Sagittarius’ pedigree and 
family notes are on page 22 of the January 3 
issue of THe Brioop-Horse.

_ Soil Testing at Spendthrift 


“Land is the farmer’s best friend, and 
he had better take care of it if he wants 
to stay on friendly terms.” That is the 
approach which Sidney Leathers uses in 
his work as “farm” manager at Leslie 
Combs II’s Spendihrift Farm. 

Leathers says that four basic practices 
should be emphasized in providing proper 
environment for Thoroughbreds—sanita- 
tion. nutrition, parasite control, and soil 
fertility. All four of these undoubtedly 
play an important part in the value of 
the Thoroughbreds produced on the farm. 
but Leathers asserts that keeping the soil 
at a high level of productivity is one of the 
most fundamental and should not be over- 
looked in favor of things that affect the 
horses more directly. 

The first step in any program of soil 
fertility is to find out what the soil con- 
tains and what it needs. In the case of land 
severely lacking in certain minerals, it 
usually is easy to see that something is 
missing, and a good farmer often will 
recognize the various kinds of deficiencies. 
It is not enough to be able to recognize 
conditions when they have become acute, 
however; deficiencies should be antici- 
pated and corrected early, for horses 
raised on poor land will reflect the short- 
comings of the soil. 

The Spendthrift Farm operation is a 
commercial one, boarding breeding stock 
for other owners and producing yearlings 
for the market, and it is necessary to show 
a continued high quality of production 
from year to year. An index to the quality 
of this stock may be shown by the fact 
that Mr. Combs’ yearlings sold at the 
Keeneland Summer Sales, for each of the 
past four years, brought the highest aver- 
age of any consignment numbering three 
or more. 

Because the Spendthrift Farm manage- 
ment feels that such valuable horses 
should not be allowed to acquire the de- 
ficiencies of poor land, an annual soil 
analysis is made of each paddock and 
pasture. Leathers makes the test himself. 


AN ANALYSIS. Using a simple auger. 
he collects soil samples from about five 
locations in each 20-acre paddock. He is 
particularly careful to get samples from 
different elevations throughout the field, 
for these may, in some instances, show 
wide variations in their mineral content. 
If a field contains land with a very irreg- 
ular surface, it may be necessary to take 
more samples representing various levels. 

With the equipment used by Leathers, 
the soil test may be made in the field, or 
the samples may be taken to an office or 
laboratory for study. Since some of the 


chemical reactions take a comparatively 
long time to complete, Leathers generally 
collects the samples. taking care to keep 
them properly identified as to source, and 
checks a large number of them at one time. 

In making the chemical analysis. he uses 
a commercial testing kit. These are avail- 
able to a farmer at reasonable cost, and 
give him a means of making a rapid test 
ef his land. They have been simplified to 
where they require little training to use. 

Such kits contain the materials neces- 
sary in the “quick soil tests.” These tests 
are adaptions of the more complex meth- 
ods used in a laboratory analysis, and 
they are designed to show the amounts of 
available plant foods. That is. they meas- 
ure the readily soluble portions of the 
desired elements present. Actually, these 
simplified tests do not directly measure 
the elements being chcked, but are based 
on allied compounds, 

The procedure is to take a measured 
part of the soil sample and mix it thor- 
oughly with an extracting solution which 


takes out the element in question. (Every 
soil sample is divided into enough por. 
tions to make a separate test for each 
element—usually nitrogen. potassium. and 
phosphorus—and a test of acidity.) After 
the sample has been shaken in a test 
tube for a definite interval to give time 
for the extraction, the soil suspension js 
filtered to obtain a clear soil extract. 

This soil extract is then treated with 
the proper chemicals (provided in the kit) 
to cause a reaction which can be meas. 
ured. This is a color change that is read 
by comparing it with a color chart. The 
chart has a range from practically color. 
less to a dark concentration of the proper 
hue. Instructions with a testing kit of 
this type make recommendations for ap. 
plying fertilizer based upon the color, 

There is some criticism of these rapid 
soil tests, because they are not so exact 
or complete as laboratory methods which 
involve several different extractions and 
elaborate analytical separations. The sim- 
plified tests do have two main advantages, 
however—the rapidity which they can be 
made and their moderate cost. The cost 
of making the more involved analyses 
would be prohibitive for practical soil 
testing. The quick tests have proved to be 
sufficiently accurate for most farms. 

If the farmer does not wish to make

the tests himself. he may collect the soil 
samples from his fields and take them to 
his county agent or experiment station for 
analysis. The tests made in this instance 
will be similar to the one which the 
farmer could make on his own farm, but 
he may receive. in addition, recommenda- 
tions from men who are trained agricul- 
tural workers. familiar with local farm 
practices, and experienced in applying 
technical information to the farm. 

Many men in charge of farms will de- 
cide. like Leathers, that the personal at- 
tention is worth while. Any such informa- 
tion is valueless, however. unless steps 
are taken to use it in improving or main- 
taining the productive ability of the soil. 
At Spendthrift Farm. the soil tests are 
made each August. and are followed al- 
most immediately by the application of the 
fertilizing elements shown to be needed. 


THE MINERALS. Since phosphorus has 
a somewhat residual effect. Leathers has 
found that it usually is not necessary to 
apply this element to the soil each year, 
after the land has been built up to a point 
well above the deficiency level. Leathers 
likes to quote the saying that land is like 
a bank from which one cannot withdraw 
more than is deposited. and which will pay 
interest on deposits not immediately with- 
drawn. Once the land has been built up, 


it can be used to the best advantage. and 
can be kept at that level with continued 
deposits of needed minerals. 

Potash. too. has residual properties. but 
most of the land in central Kentucky is 
so low in potassium that it usually is 
necessary to repeat the applications of 
this element more often than on land 
that has a more abundant natural source. 
Nitrogen and potash are provided each 
year to Spendthrift’s fields from fertilizer 
distributors attached behind a jeep. These 
are placed one behind the other and used 
at the same time to speed up the process. 
This is another job that receives Leathers’ 
personal attention. since he feels that the 
entire project would be unjustified if the 
fertilizer were not applied at the proper 
rate on various areas of the fields having 
differing needs. 

Superphosphate is used at Spendthrift 
to supply the desired phosphorus. Because 
of the amounts used in applying enough 
to last for more than one season, the 
superphosphate may be put on at many 
farms by a truck hired from a commercial 
firm specializing in such work more easily 
than with the farm’s equipment. 

The person in charge of fertilizing has 
to become somewhat of a weatherman. 
Since livestock have to be removed from 
the land while the fertilizer is being dis- 
tributed, and kept off until a rain has 
soaked the nutrients into the ground. it is 


to his advantage to get the job done just 


867 
before a rain. The intensive farming prac- 
tices in use on most horse farms usually 
require that the land not be left vacant 
for a very long period of time. 


In addition to the commercial fertilizers, 
manure produced on the farm is spread 
over the fields at Spendthrift. The field 
droppings also are utilized by scattering 
them with a chain harrow (using the 
flexible harrow also helps promote the 
growth of bluegrass by breaking up the 
root system slightly and keeping it from 
getting sodbound). Leathers cautions that 
this type of fertilizer should not be used 
unless the farm is using a good system of 
parasite control. Otherwise, the value of 
the fertilization may be outweighed by 
the amount of parasite damage. 

Another way of supplying nitrogen to 
the soil is to establish a good balance of 
legumes in the pasture mixture. Besides 
the common white clover. which is a nat- 
ural companion to bluegrass, such legumes 
as ladino, lespedeza, and red clover are 
valuable. Kenland red clover, which pro- 
duces good forage in the warm months 
when grass has a tendency to turn brown, 
has gained a great deal of popularity. 

With all of these precautions—sanita- 
tion, nutrition, parasite control, and par- 
ticular emphasis on soil fertility—the farm 
management feels that the horses are 
being provided with an environment that 
allows them to make the most of their 
genetic capabilities.

The first Thoroughbred auction of the 
spring revealed a strong market. In the 
Tattersalls establishment at Lexington on 
the afternoon of Monday. April 13, the 
Fasig-Tipton Company sold 46 horses of 
various ages for a total of $133,150. aver- 
age $2,895. Prices ranged downward to 
$100, but in general the bidding on the 
better offerings went higher than it had 
been expected to do. 


Nucleus of the sale was the dispersal 
of horses belonging to the estate of Jerry 
McCarthy, which sold 14 head for a total 
of $80.200. Six broodmares brought an 
aggregate of $20,900: four yearlings,

Taxes vs. Profits in California 

Santa Anita Park and Hollywood Park 
answered California Gov. Earl Warren’s 
well publicized comments that profits at 
the two tracks were “unconscionable” and 
that lobbying by racing interests was “not 
above-board and wholesome.” 

Said Dr. Charles H. Strub. executive 
president of the Los Angeles Turf Club: 
“During the 19-year period in which racing 
operations have been conducted at Santa 
Anita Park .. . officers of the corporation 
have officially appeared on an average of 
more than once each year before commit- 
tees of the legislature and departments of 
the State government. at which full in- 
formation has been submitted with regard 
to its operation. 

“It is interesting to note that the taxes 
paid to the State of California as a result 
of racing operations conducted at Santa 
Anita Park have amounted to approxi- 
mately $69.090.000. which is five times as 
much as the stockho'cers received, .. .” 

Hollywood Park President Mervyn Le- 
Roy said: “We are certain that Gov. War- 
ren’s recommendations regarding taxation 
have been received by the legislature with 
the respect and consideration to which 
they are entitled. We are also certain that 
whenever our case against further taxa- 
tion of Hollywood Park racing has been 
presented. it has been done so in a fair 
and just manner. 

“From the 13 race meetings that the 
Hollywood Turf Club has presented since 
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1938. it has paid to the State of California 
in pari-mutuel taxes and breakage a total 
of $49.867.247.28. It has also paid to the 
State considerably over $1.000.009 more 
in additional taxes. such as the California 
franchise tax.” 

LeRoy said that the track had spent 
large sums for improvements: that the 
track recently was appraised at $12.509.- 
000: that the State has received $5 in 
taxes for ever $1 realized by stockholders: 
and that stockholders have 
more than 8 per cent on their investment. 

The governor’s criticisms of racing 
profits and lobbying were included in his 
budget message to the legislature. in which 
he asked legislation increasing the State’s 
tax on pari-mutuel dollars. He said the 
State had lost millions of dollars which 
rightfully belonged to it because the mu- 
tuel tax was not as high as it should be. 
The governor said he realized tracks 
should make a fair profit, but he didn’t 
wish to see excessive profits when they 
were made possible by a monopoly which 
the State had granted. 

In California, the State Tax on _ pari- 
mutuels betting ranges from 4 to 6 per 
cent.

Crown Crest Farm Laboratory 


The Crown Crest Farm of Mr. and Mrs. 
Howard Reineman at Lexington has open- 
ed up its new experimental laboratory 
and has employed a technician to work 
under the direction of Dr. E. W. Thomas. 
the farm’s veterinarian. Although the lab- 
oratory is not yet fully equipped, it has 
begun doing routine blood analyses and 
fecal examinations. 

The technician. Dale Henthorne, is a 
graduate of Bethany College’s Department 
of Bacteriology and plans to complete 
work this summer at the University of 
Kentucky for his master’s degree. He soon 
will be joined at the farm by Dr. Roy Gib- 
bons, a graduate of Cornell University. 
who has gained experience in horse surg- 
ery. Besides doing work at Crown Crest, 
Dr. Gibbons will assist Dr. Thomas in 
his practice. 

The laboratory. which will be open to 
other veterinarians in central Kentucky, is 


equipped with the usual paraphernalia— 
refrigerator, sinks, microscope. test tubes 
and beakers—plus some refinements, such 
as a photoelectric colorimeter for deter- 
mining the density of blood and a centri- 
fuge for blood separation. On order are 
an incubator, X-ray equipment. a steam 
sterilizer, and a sterilizer oven. 

Henthorne said that the laboratory would 
be open on a 24-hour basis (he and Dr. 
Gibbons will live on the farm). and that 
laboratory work would be done for other 
farms without charge, in cases of diagnosis 
or experimentation. There will be a nom- 
inal fee for use of the laboratory on rou- 
tine veterinary work. 

As the laboratory facilities are expand- 
ed, the staff will begin the study of 
nutrition. Full records of each animal 
studied will be kept. and it is hoped that 
analysis of these will provide valuable in- 
formation for future use, 


The (Quaker State 
Kyes Pari-Mutuel 


Pennsylvania. which hasn’t seen fit to 
legalize pari-mutuel betting, last week 
got a report on what racing revenue could 
do for skimpy budgets. A tax study com- 
mittee of Gov. John S. Fine reported that 
a State tax on pari-mutuel wagering would 
be a “fertile source of revenue.” 

Said the committee, which is charged 
with finding enough money to bridge a 
$157.000.000 gap between income and ex- 
penses: “The most fertile new source of 
revenue which the states have recently 
developed. aside from general income and 
sales taxes, is the tax on pari-mutuel bet- 
ting at race tracks, New York obtained 
$33.800.000 from a pari-mutuel tax in the 
fiscal year of 1952: New Jersey. $15.600.- 
000.” 

(New York hopes to get even more 
from race tracks for the next several 
years. A law passed at the current session 
of the legislature provides for an addi- 
tional 5 per cent tax, to be applied in 
stages each year until 1956, and is ex- 
pected to net the State an extra $18,000.- 
000, by the time the full 5 per cent be- 
comes effective.) 

The committee estimated it would re- 
quire a year or more to put tracks in 
Pennsylvania in full operation and guess- 
ed that a pari-mutuel tax would net the 
State 20 to 25 million dollars a year. 
“after full-scale operations were attained.” 

Although the committee looked fondly 
upon racing revenue, it made no specific 
recommendations. Numerous attempts to 
legalize mutuel wagering on horse racing 
in Pennsylvania have failed.

New York had a big season last 
year. (In case you don’t know, if a win- 
ning mutuel ticket isn’t cashed within 90 
days after the date of issue. it becomes 
invalid, and Albany takes the money.)

Aqueduct. Jamaica, and Saratoga. and 
$106,811.75 from the trotting track. By 
the way. in the 13 years the mutuels have 
been with us, the State has collected the 
fantastic total of $2,368.878.05 through the 
carelessness and indifference of race- 
goers. Easy pickings.
